Christian humanity will interfere. 
Then AnuKnia. it if hope<l, may get her 
freedom, and the Turkish empire may 
be (torn limb from limb, ana thrown 
nsevemeal to its expectant ueikhoor. . 
Thus it is a possibility that PsJestiue, 
the birthplaoe of C^hnstiaiiity, may at 
last come into the posidou of a Christian 
nation. 

*'For the most part the revolutionary 
leaoei's are of the yonnger ami more 
progressive ceneratK^n at Armenians, 
who argue that it is no worse that a 
thdOMuHd Armenians shoold be killed at 
one time than that they sho^ ha Wfod 
separately during a perldd tw a nnf' 
montlis or j-ears. 

"To what extent U»e plans of the 
revolutioutti7 leaders lue approved of by 
the Ai-meniaii people at large, it is 
dittiunlt to tell. I seriously doubt if 
those plans are known in detail to more 
than ') per cent of rlie Armenians, iltill 
there are geiuiuu> patriots who believe 
that to free Arinonia from the dreadful 
condition to wiicli she has sunk, they 
nui!-t siaionder some of theh' fellow 
roiuili ynieii lo tori are. outrage and 
leath. ( >n this poiiii I ran do no iH'tter 
lhan iiiioiP t!ie Mgnilicant reply of .Mgr. 
Kliriniian wlieii tpiestionetl point blank 
on the >ul)jecl ; •.liid;.;e iiol that yt^ be 
nut jiidgeil.' 

"ll dislresses ihe venerable father 
greatly even to think of the irvolutioii- 
ary plans for lie is a good man who lias 
a great and tfiiili'i lovtf for his peojile. 
It ishiseame^l \v .s;i ;!iat tlii- J.u.v-.iaii 
goverlimenl sliall do j^onietlr iig lo eiiil 
the misery of .Vrinenia and he has asked 
[Krinissioii to go to Si. Petersburg to 
make a p> r;-onal appeal to I he ezar. 
This re(iiu-.l has been refu.sed. What 
that may mean, no one outside of St. 
I'efersbiirg can tell l)eyondthe siipiMi- 
sition that tiie e/.ar dtnis not wish tu 
take any action until the Turkish com- 
mission has had a fair ehaiiee to show 
what it means to do. There is a U'lief 
in Europe that Russia desires to make 
the Armenians Russian subjects l)y un- • 
uexing the eastern eiul of Turkey. 

"Curiously enough, this belief is uot 
shared by the Kussiaus of the Caucasus 
region. The Georgians certainly would 
resent any further increaae iu the Ar- 
meniao populatum. The business 
methods of the Armenians ai-e uot 
Iril^y approved of by (Teorgians ami 
Bnasians. It is, therefore, believed un- 
likely that Hussia wants the Aruieniaus; 
bat whether olt aot she wants the Turk- 
ish tMiilorT wkieb Um Armenians in- 
hi^kui^ iliaite auutbar matter. For ti)«

Tlie yuuug medical student dw-s not 
act like a guilty man. and if in- did 
conimif the iiiiii'ders, he is icrtainly .1 
man of reiiiarkahle nerve. Last night 
he slcj)! Well mid he li.is ii guud app»-tite. 
He continues tu assert his iniUK-ence. 
and his whole deineaiior is that of a 
man confident of proving it when the 
time comes. 1 lie imiuest over the re- 
uiains of .Minnie Williaius was contin- 
ued. Durant protested agaiust being 
fuiced to atteml the inquest and said 
his attorneys advi.sed him that the po- 
lice had no right to make him go. He 
w as told by the otticers that if he re- 
fused to go they would take him by 
force, and he finally reluctantly accom- 
panied them tu the coroner's ottice. 

Key. Dr. (libsou wxs the first witness 
called. He said he had seen Miss Wil- 
liams probably three tiuies and was not 
intimate with Durant. IJr. Vugel testi- 
hed th, It Durant came to the party at 
his house Friday night a few minutes 
liefore l\j o'clock. His forehead was 
covereil with perspiration, but he saw 
no blood auout his pi^rsou. Durant 
asked {lermisidon tu wash his hands be- 
fore h« entered the parler. pr. Vogel 
had never mivu Miss Williams and Du- 
rant together, nor had never heard Miss 
Willituns speak of the accused man. 
The witiiess stated that his niece, Miss 
Turner, hod told him that Durant had 
asked her to allow him to examine her 
abotit some complaint. 

E. Williams, the father of the mur- 
dei-ed girl, ti stifled that she bad said to 
him.thut Dmaiit had not treated her 
right, but he did not go into details. 
He ideutitied the pockeibuok found in 
Durant 's iM>cket as one he had given his 
daugliter. 

The testimony of the witnesses who 
cluimea to have seen Durant and Miss 

Williams enieriug the church early Fri- 
day evening was rather vague. They 
saw a man and woni.iii enter the ;;ate to 
the ciinieh yard.

Tlie weather conditions of the paat 
week were not entirely favorable to crops 
or tu the progress of farm work. During; 
the greater portion of the time the tem- 
peraturf was unusually low for the 
a«aiK)n, and on the nights of the 14th 
and 15th quite severe frosts were re- 

Krted from the northern oountlee, 
onirii tender vegetation was not suffi- 
ciently advani^ tw be injured bv them. 
The average amount of sunshine was 
probably a little leas than the normal, 
and showers were frelqnent and quite 
well distributed throughout the week. 
Severe thunder storme, accompanied in 
some localitiee by hall and high winds, 
occorred on the 12th, but no aenons dam- 
age resulted from them. 

Except in localities where heavy local 
showers had rendered the soil too wet 
f )r plowing, farmers have been busy pre- 
p irmg the ground for the planting of 
ttie various crops, tiie principal efforts 
at present bein.' <levoleil to getting corn 
land in cnnditioii to be planted. The 
8ea.son tliruu^'boiit tlie State will prol)ably 
average about two weeks late, though 
ttii.-' IS not without ai Ivan t aire, for all 
ve;.'etation is lieint* retaideil siilliciently 
to place it beyond the danger of frost 
when it lull y develops. Uenerally 8i>eak- 
inir. tlie present outlook is innst favor- 
able, and fanners in all sections ot the 
■•^tate teel encouraged, and are prepairing 
for an active and prosperous year. As 
the season ad vances, the benefits derived 
by the soil from the severe winter i)e- 
come mure apparent. The low tempera- 
tures killed most of the destructive in- 
sects, and froxe the soil so thoroughly as 
to make it much more aneoepable of 
thorough cultivation. 

Wheat has made considerable progress 
during the week, an average growth of 
two inches being reported. Favorable 
reports as to the condition of this crop 
are almost universal from all sections ot 
the State. There is every reason, at 

Freeentj to anticipate an abundant crop, 
ts condition at this aeaaon has not been 
so favorable in several years. 

Clover is in generally good condition, 
though some correspondents report slight 
damage from cut-worms, and from the 
frosts whicti prevailed in the northern 
counties on the night of the 14th. Re- 
ports indicate that the acreage of this 
crop this year is unusually large, which 
is probably due to the fact that it was 
nearly ruined iMt year by free a ee late in 

the season. 

.\11 indications point to an unusually 
large acreage ol corn this season. In 
the western and southern sections of 
tb«' State the plowing for the crop is 
abdut completed, and nuii li of it has 
lieen planteil. In other portions of tiie 
State considerable ground has been pre- 
pared but very little planting lias been 
done, the work being somewhat retarded 
by the cool weather and rain. 

But few oats remain to be planted, and 
in some sections they are reported to i)e 
coming up. 

Tobacco plants appear to be in good 
condition. In most of the beds they arc* 
above ground and in some have attained 
a considerable si/.e. 

Garden vegetables are comingupnicelv, 
and potatoes look e.xceptionally wefl. 
Very few remain to be planted. 

Pastures have been improved by tlie 
rains of the week. Hitherto they bad 
been short, and stock was consequently 
not in the best condition. Even at the 
present time, feeding is neceeeary in 
some localities. 

There Is hardly any further doubt that 
fruits of all kinds except peaches have 
escaped injury from the severe winter. 
All are now in full bloom and the out- 
look Is favorable for a good crop, espec- 
ially of apples. Reports regarding 
peaches are very conflicting, some corie- 
spondents rei)ortinif that no blossoms 
are to be seen, while others in ailjacent 
counties state that the trees are in tine 
condition. It is believed that upon the 
whole they have Hollered severely and 
that the prospects for a crop are very 
gloomy. 

Till' soil has been jirepared for hemp 
and with favorable weather the crop will 
be jilanted within the next ten ilays. 

Warm sunny weather will enable 
farmers to make up for the general 
backwardness of the season.

Tlie levy has been made, and the ques- 
tion now in will it stand the test of the 
coart«7 

It is generally known that the Fiscal 
Court, ill electing the Turnpike Coiiimis- 
sioners, accepting the ilill City and other 
roads and in makioK the levy of 20 cents 
in aid of free pikes, proceeded under a 
special act passed by tlie lyCtjislatnre in 
is8U and subsequently amended. If this 
act is in force, then the Fiscal Court had 
authority to elect the CommiisionMe, ao- 
cept the roads named and make a levy to 
pay lot sainc ami keep tlicin up. 

But the plaiatitl's attorneys claim that 
this special ant has been repealed. The 
last LegisUture passed a general law on 
the siilijt'L't of free pikes, a synopsis of 
which was published in the 13uLLK-riN a 
month or ao ago; and thia law reqnirea 
the qneation to be flnt submitted to • 
vote of the people of the county before 
the Fiscal Court can take anv further ac- 
tion in the matter. This act was ap- 
proved Ijifarch 8, 1894. The lait aection 
reads : 

All Hctc or parts of acts', berutolore enacted 
wtatc'b arc contradictory to anyol tiM proTMont 
of tbU act are hereby repealed. 

That the special act raferred to, passed 
in 1886, ia ooBtnidietofy to the «»- 

eral law just mentioned, all must admit. 
If coutradictory, tiien the plaintiff's at- 
torneys claim it was repealed by the 
general law and all the proceedings of 
the Firicid OoarC based open it are null 
and void. 

But if the courts should bold that the 
special act was not repealed and is now 
in force, the plaintiff's attorneys cUiim 

t lat the Fiscal Court in making the levy 
exceeded the constitutional limit of tax- 
ation for county purposes. The new 
constitnUon provider that no county 
■(hall levy an advalnrem tax excefitimj 
•SO <•./,/> thi- $100, e.vcludive of ta.x for 
scitool purposes and for paying oil' any 
indebtedness existing prior to September 
28th, 1881. The Legislature acting un- 
der this constitutional authority passed 
an act in April, 1892, limiting] the ad- 
valoreum tax any one year to 60 cents on 
the $100. This act didn't authorise any 
levy over and above that even for 8(*hool 
purposes, or to pay otiOld indei)todness. 
6 ibseqneotly, however, in October, that 
year, theUw waaohanged 'so as to follow 
the oonsti tntion mora elosdy, and section 
1<:>I), of the General Statutes, Ottdtr the 
head of Fisral Court, says :
